In pursuance of giving access to the services, technologies, 
expertise and infrastructure of NIC/NICNET to the organi 
sat'ons in the public and private domains which arc users/ 
beneficiaries of or implcmentcrs/franchisers engaded in the 
approved categories of promotional applications, the follow¬ 
ing list of access facilities aro permitted : 

(i) User interface as an essential adjunct to the app¬ 
roved promotional activities/projects/programmes. 

(ii) Voluntary organisations/Non-Government Organisa¬ 
tions implementing approved promotional activities^ 
projects/programmes. 


(iii) Franchised service providers for the approved pro¬ 
motional applications/projects/programmes. 

(iv) Direct acess to databases of vendors for dissemina¬ 
tion over NICNET to the approved categories of 
uscrs/bencficiaries of or implcmentcrs/franchisers 
engaged in promotional activitics/projects/program 
mes, 

(v) Setting up of Local Area, Metropolitan Area and 
Wide Area terrestrial wireless extensions of NICNET 
including Wireless In Local Loop (WILL) and data 
radio, as common facilities for authorised users to 
access, subject to the approval of competent autho¬ 
rity regarding allocation of frequency spots/bands. 

tvi) Full access of NICNET, on charging basis, to com¬ 
panies, societ : es and organisations in which NIC has 
equity or other forms of investments duly authorised 
by competent authority. 

ANNEXURE-ni 

For utilisation of NIC/NICNET services, expertise and 
infrastructure for the approved categories of organisations and 
romotional activities on a charging basis, the following ena- 
ling facilities are given to NIC on par with such or similar 
facilities already given to DOT/VSNL for Computer Net¬ 
working and data/message communication : 

(i) Priority allocation of frequency Spots/Bands for 
nation-wide re-use, for terrestrial wireless extensions 
to NICNET, subject to availability and applicable 
procedures. 

(ii) Permitting NICNET data broadcast access to any 
organisation installing the : r own receive only termi¬ 
nal equipment and arranging their own PSTN/Dial- 
up/Leased line or other linkages to NICNET. 

(iii) Direct negotiations, by NIC, for connection with 
Administrative Management Domains (ADMD) m 
Tndla and abroad, with other E-mail, EDI, Multi¬ 
media providers and value added service operators. 

(iv) Direct connectivity by NIC to E-Mail/EDI service 
providers outside India. 

(v) Connectivity to NICNET of X.75 and any other pro¬ 
tocol with an indepondcnt/transit/terminal network 
status. 

(vi) D'rect hiring, by NIC, of transponders on satellites 
owned by organisations/companies outside the coun¬ 
try. 

(vii) Direct up-linking, from NICNET, to global beams 
of intcrnational/commercial satellites for Interna¬ 
tional network connectivity. 

tviii) Direct negotiations with International Super-High¬ 
ways for direct connectivity. 

(ix) The Voice-over-data service over NICNET on 
shared channel basis. 

(x) Any value added service over NICNET carrier for 
approved promotional purposes. 
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
